Tho  Jnpanese  troops  who  captured  Klung-Shan  and  Kaikow  within 
tho  first  day  of  landing  are  today,  the  11th,  develooing  their  operations 
in  various  directions  without  a  moment's  rest.

Press  release  by  the  Information  Section  of  the  Expeditionary  Forces  in 
Hainan  (at  noon  February  11 ) 

The  warships  detailed  to  Hainan  Island  entered  into  Chengmai  Bay, 
brooking  through  the  pitch  of  the  midnight  of  February  9;  at  2:30  a.m. 
of  the  10th,  the  landing  ships  were  olov'ing  the  waves  of  the  bay  under  the 
twilight  of  the  crescont  moon,  and  not  later  than  2:50  a.m.  our  troops 
already  landed  in  masse  at  a  point  in  Hainan  Island.  With  the  break  of 
day  our  troops  continu  d  to  push  forward  vigorously  in  conjunction  with 
the  roar  of  huge  naval  guns  pounding  the  Hsiuying  Fort  and  the  land 
buzzing  of  our  army  and  Navy  planes  and  at  10:40  a.m.  their  vanguards 
already  entered  and  occupied  kiung-Shan,  the  capital  city,  aftet  putting 
several  hundred  of  the  enemy  to  rout.  Simultaneously  both  Army  and  Navy 
troops  occupied  Kaikow  by  their  close  cooperation.  The  strategic  point 
of  Hainan  Island  was  thus  oc  u Died  by  our  troops  within  half  a  day  of 
their  landing,  end  on  their  triumphal  entry  into  the  city,  the  inhabitants 
raost  of  whom  had  remained  there,  joyfully  welcomed  our  troops  by  waving 
the  Japanese  flag.  At  night,  electric  lihte  in  the  city  were  lit  so 
brightly  that  it  gave  no  semblance  of  a  new  battlefield.

group,  commanded  toy  the  famous  civilian  pilot  Baumgartsn  /phonetic/  ex^-MaJor 
of  the  French  air  force,  with  a  total  of  16  members,  has  already  left  toy  the 
"Carturan"  /phonetic/,  a  French  vessel,  from  Marseilles  for  Saigon  in  the 
middle  of  January.  It  is  reported  that  another  group  commanded  toy  reserved 
air  major  Audier  /phonetic/,  ex  Major  of  the  French  air  force,  with  c\or  L 
members  will  also  leave  on  Feb.  17  from  Marseilles  for  Saigon.

"The  only  thing  that  cane  to  the  French  Government  as  e  shock 
is  tho  fact  that  the  Japanese  occupation  of  HAINAN  Island  was 
effected  without  cny  advance  notice  given  to  France,  Is 
Island  occupies  an  important  position,  by  holding  the  key  of  TOIRJ.  G 
Pay,  France  has  been  entertaining  a  desire  towards  Japan  sinco  the 
beginning  of  the  Chinn  Incident  to  givo  France  a  notice  in  advance 
ir.  erse  Janen  takes  military  operations  there.  Tho  occupation  in  itscli 
has  been  insisted  for  its  necessity  in  the  Japanese  Diet  even  by  the 
parties  which  arc  deemed  to  be  different  in  thoir  views  from  tho 
military  authorities.  The  trouble  relates  only  to  the  problem  of 
smur cling  of  arms  -hich  involved  the  trouble  concerning  the  question 
of  the  agreement  for  Vr.  TANI ,  candidate  for  the  Japanese  Ambassador¬ 
ship  to  FRANCE.  The  occupation  of  th  Island  is  nothinf  but  a  step 
aimed  at  cutting  off  the  railway  conv  mnication  betnocn  HAI°H0NG 
ar.d  YUNNAN  which  have  so  far  be^n  left  as  the  only  entrance  to  CHIN/.. 
Despite  the  guarantee  given  by  the  French  Goverrm-.rt,  JApAN  has 
rot  been  satisfied  in  regard  to  tho  smuggling  of  arms  via  II  DO-CHIN,., 
Considering  fro..;  the  stardnoint  of  International  Lev:,  the  occupa¬ 
tion  of  HAINAN  Island  is  rot  illegal  because  it  nas  only  compelled 
by  military  necessity.  FR/.NCE  has  no  intention  to  make  any  official 
representation  because  JAPAN  has  only  given  us  a  dodge  on.  HAL  AN 
Island  but  has  not  concluded  cny  treaty  with  FRANCE  there  on.  Thu 
attitude  which  FRANCE  should  take  is  to  merely  watch  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  situation  just  like  ENGLAND,  vho  feels  danger  at 
HONGKONG.  FRANCE  and  BRITAIN  arc  in  perfect  ali/micnt  in  rospoct  ot 
their  interests  in  the  Far  East. 
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Regarding  the  larding  ooc rations  on  ’IAINAN  Island  executed  by 
Japanese  forces.  Among  others  in  the  London  ^rcscj  firstly  the 
"Stexdard'1 ,  an  evening  paper  of  Feb  10,  quoted  c.  TOKYO  cable  of 
U.  ?,  -  ’.outer  and  the  explanation  of  FOREIGN  UNDER-f  EGRET  ARY 
BUTLER  made  in  June  last  year  in  the  House  of  Commons,  v:ho  re¬ 
vealed  the  opinions  of  BRITAIN  and  FRANCE  that  the  occupation 
of  HAINAN  Islcnd  by  Japanese  troops  rould  cause  undesirable 
trouble,  and  that  should  such  trouble  unfortunat  ly  occur,  the 
ENGLISH  and  FRENCH  Governments  *ould  probably  cdopt  mutual 
rawC.sures  to  ensure  security  in  accordance  vith  the  situation. 
However,  as  almost  all  the  space  of  the  nersnrpcrs,  is  filled 
with  the  neve  about  the  demise  of  tho  Roman  Pope,  the  problem  of 
HAINAN  Island  does  not  seem  to  attract  tho  vrrious  attention  of  the 
public. 

The  "TLves" ,  horovor,  reports  on  Feb  11  that  HAINAN  Islr.nd  is 
an  important  strategic  poirt,  and  although  Navy  Ninistor  YONAI 
stated  in  tho  Diet  or.  the  8th  that  J1P.‘ N  possesses  no  intention  of 
establishing  a  naval  base  in  CHINA,  the  vord  "CHINA"  used  in  this 
ease  would  socm  to  refer  to  the  China  Continent  s.nd  seems  to  exclude 
the  various  islands  belonging  to  CHIi-A,  and  reports  that  the  occupa¬ 
tion  of  HAINAN  Island  is  c  matter  of  concern  to  all  navel  powers. 
Moreover,  this  paper  socrus  to  be  concerned  ovor  the  fact  that  the 
statement  of  the  Janancro  naval  authorities  have  not  given  eny 
clear  quarantoe-  on  the  point  that  th  occupation  is  of  a  temporary 
nature;  also  that  Japan  obscures  th  future  of  the  occupation,  as 
Rear-Admiral  KANAZA’A  states  that  this  oceunntion  would  possibly  be 
continued  until  the  termination  of  its  strategic  necessity,  whereas 
Chief  of  the  Intelligence  Section  KA‘  AI  ccrtends  tiat,  as  JA PAN’s 
action  is  aimed  at  d  stroyirg  the  Chinese  military  strength  on 
HAIK'N  Island,  it  has  r.o  relation  with  the  treaty  betwc  n  JA^AK 
or.d  FRANCE  for  the  guaranteeing  of  peace.  Moreover,  the  natter  is 
reportedly  of  great  concerr  both  for  3RITAIN  and  FRANCE,  as  one 
of  the  objects  of  the  present  operation  is  regarded  to  bo  the 
preventive  of  the  transportation  of  munitions  passing  through 
iMD0-CHINA,  and,  according  to  a  roris  reoort,  there-  arc  views 
that  support  th~-  no*  d  of  rcconsidci'ctior.  of  the  problem  of  the 
national  defense  of  FRANCE.
